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The Chairman and Members of the Council of the Rural District 
of St. Germans, 


Mr, Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen, 


The estimated population of the Health Area on 30th 
June 1967, showed a small increase = 51,640 - as compared with 
51,500 on the same date a year earlier, There were small increases 
in St. Germans R.D,, Liskeard R,D, Saltash M.B, and Looe U.D, The 
figure for Liskeard M,B. remained static at 4,700 whilst Torpoint 
U.D. showed a fall of 250, 


There was a fall in the live birth rate from 18,7 per 
1000 in 1966 to 17.5 per 1000 in 1967, In my report last year 
I referred to the unusually high figwe for live births in Saltash 
M.B, In 1967 this fell to a more m_ymal level bringing down the 
carecten birth rate from 23,9 to 17.9, this latter figure being close 
to the rate for the Health Area, and those of the other five 
County Districts in South East Cormvall, The rate for still births 
was well below the national figure as was also the infant mortality 
rate which at 9.35 per 1,000 live births was almost ralf the 
corresponding rate for England and Wales, There was some increase 
in illegitimate births which totalled 51 and represent 6.7% of all 
live births, No deaths associated with maternity and childbirth 
were registered, 


The corrected death rate at 11.5 per 1,000 of population 
was iilentical with last years figure and was slightly above the 
rate of 11.2 for England and Wales, The principal causes of death 
remained in much the same order as in previous years, Heart disease 
was responsible for 38% of all deaths, and cancer and strokes each 
caused 19% of all deaths. When cancer deaths are broken down the 
most prevalent single type of cancer causing death was that 
affecting the lungs, and windpipe, This type of cancer caused 
25 deaths, being followed by cancer of the breast which caused 19 
deaths, I was interested to note that diabetes was responsible 
for 11 deaths during the year. This suggests some increase in the 
prevelence and severity of this disease, There is a strong 
possibility that excessive consumption of foods containing 
cartohydrates, particularly refined carbohydrates combined with the 
resultant obesity, can determine the earlicr onset of diabetes in a 
more severe form than would otherwise be the case, Here then is 
a further reason for urging moderation in the consumption of sweet 
and starchy articles of food since carbohydrates are additionally 
indicted as likely causes of disease of the heart and blood vessels, 
and are certainly responsible for most of the deplorasle dental 
decay seen especially amongst children, More than ever perhaps in 
history is it true to say that we in our misuse of affluence are 
helping to dig our graves with our teeth, 


The incidence of notifiable disease was moderately 
heavy during the year when 1115 cases were notified, No less than 
1036 of this total was in respect of cases of measles which was 
prevalent in Liskeard R.D, Saltash MgB, Liskeard M.B and Looe U,D, 
Of the more serious types of notifiable disease two cases of 
meningococcal infection occurred, Both patients were children in 
the pre=school age group. iwnutst on the subject of notifiable 
disease it is worth mentioning the strong pwpbability that during 
1968 a start will be made on immunising children who have not yet 
had measles against that disease, A large number of children who 
get measles are not seriously ill and make a quick and complete 
recovery but a small number suffer more severe attacks and 
develop complications which may leave lung standing or permanent 
disablities, It is largely to deal with this aspect of the 
disease that it has been felt necessary to provide, and bring into 
goneralsyse a vaccine to give immunity against measles, 
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With the grewth in the proportion of old persons in the 
community there is a corresponding increase in the difficulty of 
providing adequate and readily available facilities for the welfare 
and care of those who can no longer care for themselves. Under the 
constant and ever-increasing demands placed by old people and their 
relatives on welfarc, and hospital services long waiting lists are the 
rule, and efforts to provide additional places in welfare homes and 
hospitals are almost invariably badly in arrears of the need for these 
services, The problom is aggrivited by the fact that the cxtreme 
south-west as represented by Devon and Cornwall is a very favoured 
retirement area to which an increasing number of old pcople come to 
live, With such people, the younger relatives continuing to live and 
work in other parts vf the country some 200-300 miles distant, can do 
little to help the cld folks when illness ard infirmity makes them 
incapable of managing on their cvm. I would not wish to conclude this 
section without a grateful reference to ie ef od work being done by 
District Councils, and particularly by ux’ authorities, in providing 
bungalows and flats specially designed to ae the needs of old persons 
with warden and other services, These have and are continuing to make 
a valuable “contribution to the care of the elderly, 


I have in the past made refercnce to the prcbable detrimental, 
effect of noise on health, As experienced by most of us who do work in 
the noisy embicence of the workshop or factory there is little serious 
threat to the physical faculty of hearing, but the constant bombardment 
of our waking minds by noise which is we!ll-nigh impossible to avoid must 
cause mental fatigue, and in some measure contrinite to the neurgses 
and psychosomatic illnesses that are so widespread in mocern society 
The principal culprit continues to be the internal combustion engine 
in the almost infinite diversity of uses to which it is put. Certainly 
some, and probably the greater part of the tcrrent of noise which 
daily engulfs us could be substantially reduced even if it does involve 
on the part uf the owners and opcrators of noisy machinery some 


additional expense to deal with oe particular problem, As 1 write 
some regulations ained at controlling ths level cf noise from motor 
vehicles are soon to be brought into GOP PTLON but even before the 
appointed day for their introduction grave dovbts are being expressed 
about the practical and legal. difficulties cf enrorcing them. The truth 
is that whilst a minority conscious of the constant, and ever 
increasing volume of obnoxious, eae noise tnat assults cur senses 


raise a protesting voice, the majority accept if as inevitable and 
increasingly take refuge bchind their barriers of sedatives, 
tranquillisers, hypnotics, and er ante axrugs to shelter from 
the tensions and stresses of ee ety, GENntury, LLVILNE « 
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Last year I wrote of the inadequacy of arrangements for the 
identification of brucella abortus infecticn eacccst cows in herds, 
the owners of which have been licenced by the ministry of Agriculture 
Fisheries, and Food to bottle milk on the form and offer it for sale 
for human consumption, Such untreated or "raw" milk can carry 
brucella infection from the infected cow to a human being who 
consumes the milk, Though rarcly having a fatal outcome the disease 


in the human being can cause a chronic, debilitating illness for 
which there is so far no certain or befat ine treatnent, and it is 


therefore important to identify sources of this infection and prevent 
the spread from them of the disease by untreated milk, The problem is 
somewhat greater in a holiday area, such as Cormvall is, since many 
holiday visitors stay on farms where they almost invariably consume 
untreated milk, and I do know of one case in which a resident of London 
almost certainly contracted his infection in this way. The tracking 
down of infection involving as it does the checking of bulked milk 
samples followed by sampling of milk fron individual cows, is time 
consuming, and called for an increase in the establishment of 

sampling officers if any real progress was to be made, Because of 
the difficult financial situation, propovals by the County Mcdical 
Officer to increase staff could not be approved and in conscquence 
little or no sampling was undertaken in this Health Arca during 1967. 
There is some prospect that during 1968 scone members of the staff of 
the Weights and Measures Department of the County Council will be able 
to assist the Health Departnent in this Work , and I an hopeful that 
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by the end of 1963 wc may have nore information on sources of 
brucella infection, Until such time as this discase amongst cattle 
is substantially reduced or eradicated, it seems to me prudent to 
avoid the use of unpasteurised milk whenever possible, 


The collection and disposal of refuse fron both private 
houscholds and business establishments continucs to pose problems, 
The main part of these problems is ckarly related to an increase in the 
bulk and variety of rcfuse, an apparently inevitable but unwelcone 
by-product of higher liv...z standards, Adding to this main part of 
the problem are the rowing difficulty in finding suitable disposal 
sites even in in large and sparsely populated areas, and the nore 
critical outlook of the public on methods of disposal, I have for 
sone’ years taken the view that the logical outcome of this set of 
circumstances is bound to be a sizeable increase in the cost of 
providing this service, We are now seeing the beginning of this in 
the shape of larger specially equipped collection vehicles, higher 
costs incurred in purchasing parcels of land on which refuse tips 
nay be sited, and heavy-duty tracked vehicles required to move, 
consolidate, and cover the mass of refuse brought daily to a large 
tip. Before long it is likely that further expenditure will be needed 
on heavy static mechanical equipment to disintigrate and pulverise 
rufuse, whilst other plant to reduce old motor vehicle bodies and other 
heavy items to manageable dimensions may well be needed, 


in the field of housing, demand varies noticably with the 
location of the houses available for letting. In the western part of 
the Area which is largely rural in character pressures are considerably 
less than in the east and in urban and seaside communities. The 
biggest and most insistent demand is seen in Saltash Borough and Torpoint 
Urban District and results to a great extent from their close 
proximity to Plymouth, In the section of private housing developnent 
an encouraging feature has been the reconditioning and inprovenment 
of many old cottages in rural parts. Not only does this provide 
attractive accommodation in pleasant surroundings, but it should also 
postpone or halt the decay of rural hamlets, and may in some measure 
slow down the depopulation of the countryside, 


The rate of provision of sewerage and sewage disposal 
schenes has tended to slow down as consideration is given to the need 
for them in snaller rural communities, In many cases the scattered 
disposition of dwellings in hamlets calls for long uneconomic runs of 
sewers, and the capital cost of the disposal plant tends to be high in 
relation to the mumber of houses served, Cn the other hand if such 
cummunities are denied those schemes it tends to seriously limit or 
stop any development of new housing in the locality, One is struck 
by the way in which the provision of an anenity such as sewerage 
disposal isa quickly followed by housing development on an altogether 
unexpected scale, Indeed such development has already caused in sone 
localities overloading of schemes which were installed not so many 
years ago, and has necessitated further expenditure or enlargement of 
the disposal works to cope with the increased valunme of sewage. At 
present with the completion of the Liskeard Borough schene, the only 
large-scale discharge of crude, untreated sewage are at Torpoint, 
Looe, and to a lesser extent at Saltash. Althougr in each instance 
the discharge is to tidal waters, the situation is nct satisfactory 
particularly as the waters fouled are increasingly used for boating 
sailing, and other aquatic recreation, 


It gives ne pleasure to turn from the critical frame of 
mind in which some parts of this general preface have been written, 
and to be able to set down yet again my sincere thanks to both elected 
representatives, and officers ot the six District Councils I serve for 
the co-operation, understanding am tolerance they have shown to ne 
during the year,

Tuberculosis With the notification of 4 cases of respiratory infection and 
2 cases of non-respiratory infection the incidence of this disease showed an 
increase over the previous year whon 4 cases were notified.

At the end of the year there were 22 known cases of respiratory 
tuberculosis, and 3 known cases of non-respiratory tuberculosis resident 
in the Rural District. 


National Assistance Act, 1948 No action under Section 47 of this Act was 


required during the year. 


Water Supply. The great majority of premises can get an adequate and 
wholesome supply of piped water from the mains of the East Cornwall Water 
Board. In times of heavy demand certain parts of the district in the 
vicinity of Latchley and Chilsworthy suffer temporary shortages largely 
due to inadequate mains. It is hoped that these deficiencies will be 
remedied by renewal of older inadequate mains in this locality. 


Sewerage and Sewage Disposal The principal activity in this field was the 
continuing work on the large scheme to serve several localities in Calstock 
parish, This scheme which should be completed in the latter part of 1968 
will clear up existing nuisances, and should encourage further development 
in that part of the Rural District, 
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Up to the time of writing it has not been possible to make a start 
on the provision of modern sewerage and sewage disposal facilities at 
Pillaton where there is a most urgent need for a modern scheme to abate 
the present serious nuisance, and to meet the demand for further 
residential development in this pleasant neighbourhood, 


Food. Standards of food hygeine were maintained at a reasonably good 
level and complaints from residents and visitors directed at articles 
of food, catering establishments, and food shops were few in number. 


No cases of food poisoning were notified during the year. 


Factories Act, 1961, No difficulties were experienved in the operation 
of this Act,

YEAR 1967 


SEWERAGE AND SEWAGE DISPOSAL: 


Main activities have continued in Calstock Parish where the 
scheme for St, Ann's Chapel, Albaston, and Calstock Village has made 
good progress, Sewer laying to Calstock has now been completed 
and by the year’s end the outfall works was well under way, Renewals 
and extensions in Calstock Village itself, and the installation of 
two pumping stations should see the completion of the overall 
scheme, which should be in operation by the late autumn of next year 
and bring to an end the discharge of crude sewage direct into the 
Tamar and the old outfall tank at Albaston which has given trouble 
for so many years. 


In contrast the scheme for Gunnislake has made little progress 
during the year, mainly due to difficulties of site acquisition, as 
reported last year, It seems that compulsory purchase action will 
have to be taken in the end, and if this happens further delay can 
be anticipated, 


The County Council has approved the St. Dominic sewerage scheme 
subject to the omission of one short length of sewer at Burraton and 
negotiations for the acquisition of the necessary lands are in hand, 
Progress is slower than anticipated, however, due to difficulties over 
certain easements being negotiated with the National Trust. 


The sewerage scheme referred to in earlier reports urgently 
needed for Pillaton Village has been submitted :. to the Ministry for 
approval and it is hoped an early and favourable decision will be 
given, as the very unsatisfactory conditions arising at the old, 
obsolete, and overloaded existing outfall are causing much public 
concern and cannot be much longer tolerated, particularly in view 
of the extensive building development that has and is still taking 
place, the number of properties served by the old system having 
more than doubled during the past ten years. 


Of the remaining schemes mentioned in last year's report the 
Council's Consulting Engineers have the schemes for Hatt, Polbathic 
and St.Germans in hand, At Hatt, final details are dependent upon 
the extent of possible private development and until this question is 
resolved delay is unavoidable. 


As for Polbathic and St, Germans the Council has decided to 
embark on a combined outfall scheme and the Engineers are preparing 
proposals accordingly, This scheme will assume greater importance 
in the very near future as not only will it provide modern facilites 
to replace the primitive arrangements at Polbathic, but it will also 
cater for the extensive high-class development taking place at 
Cuddenbeake, The existing St. Germans outfall works will possibly 
be abandoned and replaced by a new works sited away from both villages. 


The outfall works maintenance arrangements outlined in last year's 
report are working well, Experience has shown that adequate and 
efficient maintenance and regular attention is essential if the 
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Numerous isolated outfalls are to function properly and produce the 
required effluent standards, The success of these methods is reflected 
in the ability to satisfy the Cornwall River Authority's requirements 
under routine sampling, and to do this constant and adequate control 
is necessary, as a result of which the Council endeavoured, without 
success, to obtain the services of a qualified sewage works manager 
capable of setting up and maintaining his own laboratory. An 
appointment of this nature, however, perhaps in conjunction with 
neighbouring authorities, will become more necessary as the number of 
outfall works, with their individual problems and peculiarities, 
increases, and the attitude of the River Authority as to enforcing 
rigid standards. 


During the year the Council replaced its old 750 gall. sewage tanker 
with a new 1100 galls. Shelvoke & Drewry vehicle, This larger machine 
has proved much more efficient and economical and its increased carrying 
capacity has reduced mileage accordingly. As well as providing a very 
necessary service to those scattered households still on septic tank 
drainage systems, the machine is invaluable for servicing the Council's 
own smaller outfall works, where due to its existence it has been 
possible to dispense with sludge drying beds, which are at their best 
a problem either from the point of view of objectionable odour or 
difficulty in drying the crude sludge in readiness for removal. 


PUBLIC CONVENIENCES. 


Maintenance of the public conveniences through the district has 
continued on its normal high standard despite theusual.isolated cases of 
vandalism. 


The old convenience at Chapel Street, Gunnisiake, was demolished 
during the year to make way for a car park, and it is hoped that an 
attractive new convenience will be erected during the coming year on a site at 
the car park entrance. 


At Callington the Saltash Road public convenience was also 
demolished under a County Council road widening scheme, and the site 
for a new convenience at the rear of the Blue Cap Hotel has been 
acquired. 


As predicted last year, the Council provided a mobile convenience 
which was stationed at Tregantle during the summer holiday period, and 
this was fully used throughout the period, The need for such 
accommodation along holiday routes and even along main traffic routes 
is becoming increasingly apparent and thought will need to be given to 
further sites in the near future. It is to be regretted that even 
units such as this attract the vandals and damage has occurred from 
time to time. On one occasion the whole plumbing system was removed, 
presumably for scrap value, but unfortunately the culprits were never 
traced. This seems to be a national problem and one which is causing 
concern to all authorities, particularly when they are ail too 
frequently criticised for the manner in which their unattended 
structures, often in isolated positions, are cared for, One often 
feels that to renovate and keep in working order is a complete waste 
of time due to the irresponsible attitude of a minority who seem to 
delight in damaging public property. 


REFUSE COLLECTION & DISPOSAL: 


The service has operated quite satisfactorily throughout the year 
but the increase in the volume of refuse is becoming more and more 
apparent, This is due in part to the steady increase in the number of 
new properties being built throughout the districts to the change in the 
character and bulk of the refuse itself, and to the extension of the 
service to even the most isolated farmsteads end cottages as demands for 
a colection increase, At the peak of the holiday season all the vehicles 
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are working to capacity very often for mich longer than the normal 
day, and in the same way that the more affluent society demands a 
higher service, so must the service itself progress to give 
satisfaction. To cope with the situation, therefore, the Council 
has accepted the need for more mechanisation, and encouraged by 

the success of the tractor shovel on the Mill Pond tip at Millbrook 
authorisation has been given for the purchase of a crawler-tractor 
for the Target tip at Callington. Equipment such as this is 
essential to cope with the disposal probiem and the maintenance 

of the tips is greatly improved and much time saved in the process, 
At Callington, more land has been acquired to extend tipping 
facilities and the stream has been culverted. This has enabled a 
much improved use of the tipping area and when the new machine is 
provided next year the operation of the Callington tip will be 
greatly simplified. 


At Millbrook the Millpond Reclamation is making steady progress and a 
considerable area is now being prepared for levelling and seeding out by 
the local Playing Fields Committee, Ultimately, on completion of 
the scheme, Millbrook will have an excellent sixteen acre 
recreation ground right in the centre of the village. 


HOUSING: 


The restraint on the Council's building programme continued 
during the year and only four flats at Tideford, and four of the 
eight bungalows at Gunnislake, were completed, The remaining four 
bungalows at Gunnislake will be completed early in the new year. 
Eight houses in West Street, Millbrook, were started as the year 
ended. 


The total number of houses owned by the Council is now 687, 
which includes 25 private houses acquired by the Council over the 
past few years. 


Private enterprise building continues to thrive despite the 
high mortgage rates and during the year 107 new dwellings were 
built privately, with a further 74 still under construction. It 
is of interest to note that of the 107 dwellings provided 27 were 
of the two-bedroom type, 72 of the three bedroom-type, and eight 
of four or more bedrooms, The Callington and Millbrook areas are 
the most active at the moment, but it has been remarkable how 
development has quickly followed where the Council has provided 
main drainage in the smaller and more scattered villages. 


Mortgage assistance was given by the Council on 16 properties 
during the period covered by the report, 


Grant assistance towards the improvement of dwellings was 
readily given during the year and 13 Discretionary Grant schemes 
were approved, as were 18 Standard Grant applications. 19 Discretionary 
Grants were paid totalling £6,455, and 23 standard grants totalling 
£3,560. Ail the standard grants were improved to the full standard 
and eleven of these were higher limit grants wherein assistance was 
given to provide 9 septic tank installations, 6 bathroom additions, 
and 2 internal water supplies. 


Over the past few years improvement of older properties by these 
means has shown steady progress and house owners generally are keen to 
bring their properties up to standard, There has been no need, therefore, 
for the Council to resort to the compulsory improvement of dwellings 
under Part II of the Housing Act, 1964, 
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Regular routine inspections under the Housing Acts have continued 
and the Council has kept a vigilant eye on the housing circumstance 
of the district. Formal action has been taken where necessary 
resulting in the making of 3 demolition orders, 1 closing order, 16 
undertakings to repair, and 2 undertakings not to re-let. In addition 
2 notices were served under Section 9 of the Housing Act, 1957, requiring 
repairs to be done, 7 properties were rehabilitated, and 11 properties 
were demolished, 


MEAT & OTHER FOODS 


The peak in slaughtering reached in the early 1960's has shown a 
gradual decrease in the number of cattle killed, very slight in 1966 
but in the year under review a drop to 80 per cent of the previous 
year was recorded, The number of pigs slaughtered has also decreased 
showing a fall of 18 per cent in 1965/66, and in 1966/67 a further 
fall of 40 per cent on the previous year's total. In other words 
taking the 1965 figure as a comparison there has been a decrease in 
throughput of 51 per cent over the total period. The decrease for sheep 
and lambs, very high at 6462 killed for example in 1960 showed a 
downward trend and reached the very low figure of 1829 in the year 1965/66, 
and the increase shown below in the table appended on the 1966 figure of 
216 per cent should be considered in relation to the longer period, As 
one of the two abattoirs in the Council's district deals only with a 
fixed local market ‘the fluctuations only concern the larger abattoir, 
which in addition to a local trade carries on what might be termed an 
export trade with the London market, the demand here being related 
among other things to the availability of alternative supplies. Whilst 
it would seem that because there is an increase in demand for lamb and 
less for beef and pork this necessarily reflects the ever increasing price 
of these latter items it must be borne in mind that the importing of 
cheaper meat from abroad has a marked effect on business in the district 
and it might therefore be unwise to relate the changing trends entirely 
to this factor, particularly as the trade with London is principally in

The routine inspection of food premises during the year was carried out 
and in general most premises were found to be up to a reasonable standard, 
Any short-comings which were detected were remedied with the full co-operation 
of the owners and no statutory action had to be undertaken by the Council. 


In January the Food Hygeine (Markets, Stalls and other Vehicles ) 
Regulations 1966 came into force which laid down certain standards for vehicles 
retailing and delivering foodstuffs. As many of these tradesmen come from 
with:vt the district this presented some difficulty and whilst good co-operation 
from our neighbouring authorities has brought about general compliance with 
the provisions of the regulations it must be stated in fairness to these 
tradesmen that in most cases the hygeinic standards were already above reproach,
